ure from home would be considered a day of leave. This will apply 
regardiess of the hour of arrival or departure. This, then, means that 
midnight is considered the hour from which leave will be figured. For 
example, if two individuals arrived at their homes, one at 1:30 a, m. and 
the other at 11:30 p. a, on the same day, leave for each of them would 
begin at 0001 ‘on the day following their arrival. If these two individuals 
depart from their homes on the same day for return to their base, one 


leaving at 1:30 a. m. and the other at 11:30 p. m., the day of departure 
would be sounted a day of leave for each of then.
